Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see pages 5-7, filed 1/21/201 1 , with respect to claims 2, 
4-13, 17 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The previous rejections of 
said claims have been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 2, 4-1 3, 1 7 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: While the 
prior art teaches sensors for measuring fluid properties, it does not teach space guide 
edges projecting inwardly from the inside surface of a side portion of a laundry 
machine's tub, such that the edges extend from an upper portion to a lower portion.
